1 that the intensive su)-v<.'y.-j programme 
.of the Dominion i^epailnient of Mines 
would again be conliiiued tin's summer. 

Last year the Doriiinion Government 
advanced a niillioii dollars for survey and 
exploitation work. As a result many valu- 
able mineral deposit.s in Canada wej'fe in- 
vestigated and the ftffect of this work ufwn 
the Dominion has been and v,'ill be great. 

However, there is another aspect to this 
work. Tills grant enabled over eight hun- 
dred college aiid univei'sity students to 
obtain suinmej- work. In most ca.se.s this 
tiurnmer woi'k was esseiitial lij tiie men con- 
cerned. They hîuJ to oiwn if tliey were to 
return to college. It i.s gratifying to see 
that the same programme will be continued 
for another year and that the same policy 
of employing .stijdent.-: will be f<>il<jwed. 

This intere.st siiowji hy tlie JJominion i 
Government in the students is appreciated, | 
In many countries tliere i.-î direct aasistanco ; 
to various students in the form of sdiolaj - 1 
ships and bur.-arie.'; — we Jiavt; the samej 
thing, to a certain extent, in this country, j 
But too few governmenta take tJie sensible j 
attitude towards the student that is taken 
by ours.

Tliere is another side to this medal. 
While graduates the world over have 
been shaken out of the carefree notion 
thr^t the world necessarily owes them a 
living, undergraduates naturally are 
taking a more serlou."! view of things 
th£n in the boom days. It is quite gen- 
erally reported that students arc doing 
more TOrk In the nlneteen-thirties, on 
aji average, than ever was done in the 
gay twenties. On the other hand, the 
plight of so many graduates has led to 
arguments being advanced against lib- 
eral education, a^sucii^and in favour 
of technical educationfThére arc those 
who would seize the occasion to nmke 
our universities into so many profes- 
sional schools, and nothing more. It 
may be pointed out. Incidentally, that 
unemployment is rife aJso amongst the 
graduates of the purely tedinlcal and 
professional institutions.

They 
felt tliat tihc affaire of the commercial 
world (dwuld 1» Icanicd entirely in tlie 
hpoad soliool of cxperlcjicc. Tlicj' did 
not iwlisjo tliat a Okmmicix» Course, or 
an opportunity to sUuii' modern econ- 
omics, or tt kJiowlctigo of Accountancy 
theory might haw prciwred Uicm 
moro completely for tlioir life's work 
than the coursiM tlwt they did take. If 
those eriUcs liad been offciwi a gooti 
commerce coukc when they were at 
College, tlwy would prtibably have 
taken it Uiemsclvcs. 

Then the sclicol has attraotcd a 
moit excellent type of student, a clr- 
cum-slancc which has given ri.^e to a 
strange khwl of jea'onsj-, so Uiat some 
j departments looked upon the Oom- 
nicreo Department with IncreasinB 
idlMawnir, blaming it for the lack of 
'intcroft sliown for the i-cgular Arte 
courses. This jealousj' has imdoubtcd- 
ly goncrated mucb criticism and op- 
' pciltlon to the progreGS of Commerce 
i! Mi-Giil. The older and more flrml>" 
«'..i'j;:shc-l dopartmenta resented the 
intnuioii of this new branch of know- 
lcd<;e. They hindei>cd and dlscom'agfsd 
; the department of the School of Com- 
n;?rcc in all the waj^ tliat a new unit 
;n any InsUtutlon could be hindered 
i and disconriged. 

, Thc3e reasons were probab'y the 
; main ones responsible for the denial to 
Commerce of the progi-css that she 
; ml^hi; have made In tlie p.ist several 
! yiars. Sir Arthur Ciirrie knew these 
j things and ready to give Com- 
I mcrce a lielplng haaid when tlic time 
' camo for it. Reputable authorities 
knew that he was in favour of a 
suwig Department of Commerce; an 
extract froai one of Ws specclies reads 
as follows:— ' 

"Our problems today arc, .not com- 
munity prcblems but world problems— 



IJiired with a registration of 80 hi 
Dentistry, which Itas been granted 
representation. Tlie necessity of devel- 
oping the Commerce cour.se. n.î 
evltleiicpd by the .it«le ol picyiil con- 
«lltlou.s in the commercial world, woidd 
merit a representation of th'e , thncs 
that nuinbar. 

We believe that Hie COiiunerw 
coiii-sw hn« i-ecelved a dl.'îKrneofiil itifk 
of attention on the part of university 
leodere. We believe Uiat today this 
eoiiree slwuld have been developed to 
such an extent tlial it would bo brlng- 
hiR about a closer oo-operatlon be- 
tween commercial leaders and the iml- 
veraity. We believe that tlio Commerce 
course sliould provide the ooniieotine 
Uiik between the imiverslly and the 
stftlo. We believe that an Intelligent 
oonsidoratlon of praoUcal difficulties 
by university loadcrfi to exert some m- 
fluenco In matters of state in these 
trying times when their Influenos is 
so sorely needed. 

We are convinced that (he Com- 
merce coune will eventually beunmc 
one or Ihe latccst and most highly re- 
spected coumts in the univcnlly. Wc 
arc convinced Uiat it will attain the 
respect of leaders In other fields soon 
after tlic present altitude of smug su- 
periority on tlie part of our educa- 
tional leniieis, lins given plat^ to a 
reasonable attitude regarding the con- 
duct of affaira of business and state. 
Wc are convinced that such a course 
will attract many of the most promis- 
ing scholars who arc now largely 
frightened away from the idea of com- 
merce by the ridicule which the course 
receives within the university n& well 
as by the present shortcomhigs of the 
course. We are convinced that until 
this development takes place univer* 
slties will continue to pursue economic 
and other principles In an isolated 
manner which will hinder the develop- 
ment of these -principles and restrict 
their influence. 

Harvard University, despite tradi- 
tion, is now makhig a serious effort to 
supply the commercial wrld -with 
leaders who can adapt themselves to 
it and at the same time exert an in- 
fluence ovei- it by their consideration 
of university doctrines. The Han-ard 
course on Business Administration is 
receiving the support- from outside 
leaders that'any worth-while attempt 
on the" part of university leaders will 
merit. 

That other universliics will follow 
this excellent example eventually is 
beyond doubt. Unfortunately, however, 
the attitude of smug unconcern and 
aloofness from the influence of com- 
merce is still predominant. Wliile it 
psrsUts the university will continue to 
be only too well satisfied -with its en- 
deavours while leaders Ui thc jaffah-s
